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Remarks  on  the  Works  of  fame  of  the  mofl  eminent  Pain* 
TERs,  with  Jhort  Ankc£>oT£S  of  /AefV’LivES.  ^ 

Mr  Strangers  exhibition  of  a  coUed^ion  of  pitRurcs,  fcjetiled 
from  the  Homan,  FJotrnthie,  Lombard,  Venetian,  Nea¬ 
politan^  FleiniHi,  French,  .and  Spanifh  Ichools,  being  at  this 
liaie  much  the  fubjet^  of  converfation  among  the  lovers  and 
cncouragers  of  the  fine  4rts,  we  (hall  here  prelent  our  readers 
with  that  able  artiR’s  remarks  on  the  works  of  fume  of  the 
moll  capital  painters. 

Fraucefco  Albani,  born  at  Bologna,  in  I578,  died  in  the 
fame  city  1660. 

I'lie  pidturbs  of  Albani  are  exceedingly  agreeable*  His  fub- 
I  jpch  are,  in  general,  of  the  poetical  kind.  We  may  be  almolk 
iure  of  rinding,  in  any  picture  of  this^mafter,  beautiful  figures, 
of  women  ;  and  children,  who  feem  as  if  they  had  been  immi* 
lillied'  by  the  graces.  This  artift,  bred  in  the  Icliool  of  the 
Carracci,  could  not  fail  being  an  agreeable  painter  ;  and  if  he* 
Nvas  not  always  fuccefsAil  in'  exprcfling  the  ftronger  pafrions  of 
tlie  foul,  he  knew  how  to  touch  and  flatter  the  lenfes,  by 
oifering  to  his  fpetftators  the  moR  pleafing  and  deliglitful 
images  ;  where  reigns  with  decency,  an  agreeable,  and,  if  I 
may  be  allowed  the  expreflion,  even  a  voluptuous  pleafure* 
What  contributes  to  render  his.  works  ineRimable,  is  a  pencil, 
'vhofc  frelhnefs  of  colour,  and  delicacy  of  touch,  is  admi¬ 
rable  :  but  he  may  be  reprehended  with  over-linifhing  many 
ol  his  piclures.  / 

Aiinibal  Carracci,  bom  at  bologna  in  died  at  Rome 

in  1609. 

The  fpirit  and  genius  of  painting  was  almoR  ready  to  expire 
jn  Italy,  when  this  great  ariiR  appeared,  who  had  the  merit, 
in  conjundlion  with  his  conlm  Ludovico  and  his  bjother  Ago- 
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iliiio,  to  reftoie  it  again  with  frefli  vigrfur.  He  admired 
iludied  tlic  works  of  the  iiicomparableXorfeg^o  •  npr^di^lie 
require  more  to  animate  his  genius,  and  to  haften  him  in  tjie 
purfuit  in  which  he  was  engaged.  He  joined  to  this  ftudy^tlic 
knowledge  of  nature,  of  which  he  never  loft  fight,  not  even' 
when  trail  (planted  to  Home  ;  where,  dazzled  with  the  Bcaii. 
ties  of  the  antique,  he  made  frefh  and  fucccfsful  eftarts. to 
propriate  them  to  his  own  purpofes.  From  hence' f^rung'tlii 
toiiiiderablc  quantity  of  line  things  which  lie  left  behind  hiin: 
they  have  alTured  to  their  author  the  title  of  one  of  thc’  moft 
learned  dchoners  which  ever  appeared  ;  but  thfsas  not  enotigV 
to  his  praife  ;  he  ought  likewife  to  be  efteemed  as  one  of  tne 
greateft  a>mpofers.  *  ^ 

Carlo  Cignani,  born  in  Bologna  1628,  died  at  Forli  1719.  " 
This  excellent  painter  claims,  with  great  juftice,  t  pre-emt 
nence  amongft  the  difciples  of  Alhani  ;  he  diftinguiftied.hkn* 
felf  as  much  as  his  celebrated  mafter.  In  love  with  his  pro. 
felljon,  and  fenfibly  penetrated  with  the  numherlefs  dim^U 
lies  attending  the  art  of  painting,  he  was  lels*  anxious  to  pro* 
ducc  a  quantity  of  jnClures,  than  attentive  that  none  Ibould 
gt>  our  of  his  poffeftion  that  were  n  »t  extremely  ftuidfeil/'‘aiid 
capable  of  fupporting  the  great  reputation  which'  be  had  ^ie. 
quired.  Few  painters  have  detigned  fb  corre^ly,  or  enfiched' 
their  compoiiiions  more  than  he  has  done  ;  as  we  (be  few  wiw 
cither  puftelTcd  filch  a  force  of  colouring,  or  freedom  in  the 
execution  of  their  pictures.  The  paintings  of  the  cieUrtp'of 
Forli,  which  occupied  him  many  years,  have  acquired  him  a 
reputation  which  will  never  perilh.  ‘  " 

iicbaftiauo  Coiica,  born  at  Caeta  1676,  died  in  the  fanlf  fi* 

ty,  *764.  ^  , 

This  ai  lilt,  who  is  yet  recent  in  our  remembrance,  began  to 
learn  tlie  (irlt  eleincnts  of  defigii  under  J^uca  Giordano  j  bat 
J.uca  letting  out  for  Spain,  the  young  Conra  entered  into  the 
fdiool  of  Solinieni,  who  eoinplealed  his  liudies,  by  concealhig 
iiolhing  iVoin  him,  and  his  other  fcholars,  relative  to  theft* 
crets  of  his. art.  Conta  foon  dillhigui/hcd  him(elf,*and  after- 
wanls  fettled  in  Home.  He  had  an  caly  and  fertile  gtmuir 
to  which  he  joined  great  fpirit.  He  left  an  incTedible  numbff 
of  large  picture.s  Itchind  l-tini  :  but  vve  ftiall  be  the’ left  Ihyptv 
fed,  u  hen  wc  conllder,  that  bis  life  was  prolonged  liJryond 
nfiuil  liinits  of  liumaii  nature,  and  that  he  was,  belideS,  inde* 
faiigable.  From  the  example  of  his  mailer,  he -introdtiepd 
great  ricln.cfs  in  his  ])iCtiircs  ;  and,  perhaps,  he  ftndicfd  ibofe 
ro  pleafe  from  llic  brilliancy  than  from  the  fbildky  of  b® 
pohiions.  it  even  appears,  that  he  was  left  attentive' to 'iHe 
^icat  liile  of  dfawiiig,  than  to  give  to  his  figures  attitiidcsy 
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wiiich  were  agreeable,  and  varied.  He  was,  neverthclefi,  a 
'I eat  painter,  and  mud  be  regarded  as  one  of  the  laft  elforts, 
tvhicli  this  expiring  art  has  made  in  Italy. 

Antonio  Allegri,  commonly  called  Correggio,  born  at  Cor- 
ic^aio  1494,  and  there  died  1534. 

It  happened,  that  after  many  ages  had  palled  in  ignorance^ 
ratiirc,  weary  of  her  bondage,  and  willing  to  repair  her  lolfes, 
hy  rciulcring  to  the  arts  their  original  lullre,  drew  them  from 
(liat  obfeurity  into  which  the  barbarifm  of  the  times  had  plun¬ 
ged  them.  There  appeared  ope  of  thofe  rare  and  happy  ge- 
inufes,  who,  guided  by  inftined  alone,  and  without  any  alfidance 
iVom  thofe  who  had  gone  before  him,  planned  out  new  tracks 
in  fcicncc,  and  became  the  admiration  of  his  cotemporarics  ; 
ienving  behind  him  objects  worthy  the  imitation  of  hb  fucc9f ' 
i'jrs.  Such  was  Correggio,  v/ho,  born  in  a  little  village,  where, 
periiaps,  no  painter  had  ever  exillcd,  and  at  a  cr-itical  period, 
even  ia  the  dawn,  of  the  arts,  diifufed  a  glorious  light  ov^r 
pointing  ;  which  did,  at  that  time,  aflonifh,  and  lliU  continues 
to  furprize  the  fpe<fi:ator.  He  at  once  baidHicd  that  ftcrility 
ot  lalle,  which,  during  fo  long  a  time,  had  dbfigured' the  aft 
of  paint/ng  ;  and,  taking  a  fiidden  and  rapid  flight,  he  raifed 
liimfclf  to  the  fublirae-  He  faw  every  thing  great  :  he.  did 
not  introduce  into  the  generality  of  his  co^pohtions  a  multi¬ 
tude  of  figures  ;  but  only  fach  as  were  ufeful  and  employed; 
lie  gave  them  new  moticins  ;  he  added  toAheir  outdines  cerr- 
tain  i'ornis,  which,  perhaps,  are  not  always  (Iriclly  agreeable 
to  ilie  cliafle  rules  of  defign  but  they  have,  however,  their 
captivating  allurements.  What  the  poet  (aid  may  be  here 
applied  ;  '  ,  . 

He  Jnatch*d  a  grace  beyond  the  rules  of  art. 

Tlie  agreeable  fmlle,  and  thofe  amiable  graces,  which  ever  at^ 
tended  bis  ideas,  and  which  he  didufed  with  fuch  profufiou 
over  liis  charad:ers,  may  be,  perhaps,  taxed  with  being  forced 
and  unnatural ;  but  they  are,  how^ever,  not  lefs  fedocing  ;  an 
eafy  and  flowing  pencil,  an  union  and  harmony  of  colours,  pc-, 
culiar  to  liimlelf,  a  perfect  intelligence  of  light  and  fliade, 
produced  by  large  aud  broad  raaffes,  gave  aa  aflonifhing  relief 
to  all  the  pictures  he  has  painted.  The  works  of  this  divine 
painter  cannot  be  loo  much  ftudied.  I'hc  Carracci  were  feu- 
fbie  of  it,  and  reaped  confidcrable  advaiftages  from  theip^ 
Whoever,  from  their  example,  wUl  refledl  on  them  with  at* 
tcniion,  may  be  fure  of  acquiring  the  moft  ipiportaiic  principles 
of  their  art.  ,  .  ‘  . 

Leonardo  da  Vinci,  born  in  the  caflle  of  Vii^cj,  in  Tufcii^j^ 
M 43 >  ^ ted  in  France  in  the  arms  of  Francb  I*  15^8*  *  ,  ,  1 

it  required  a^  man  of  as  much  genius,  rcflnetmcnti  and 
▼erfal  knowledge,  as  Leonardo  da  Vinci,  tq  atteu^t  tOTCtrieve 

painting 
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painting  from' that  languifhing  date  into  which  it  had  betn 
plnngccf  for  fo  many  ages.  Cimabue,  who  is  edeemed  <as "its 
rcllorcr,  and  the  other  arlifts  who  fucceeded  him'^  laboured 
'vltliout  ]n  inciples.  Their  works  were  dry,  iniipid,  and  tafle. 
i'jrs.  Sclid  and  jiulicioiis  reflection  dictated  to  Leonardo  the 
r.ctcdiry  of  a  reformation,  lie  iheieforc  confulted  nature  • 
and  nature  fiiggeiled  to  him  the  means.  She  foon  taught  him 
that  the  l>eauties  with  whieli  (lie  is  adorned,  are  only  to  be 
covered  by  fiich  as  flndy  them  with  difeernment ;  that  the 
character  of  heads,  as  well  as  the  motion  of  figures,  are  infinite 
and  depend  upon  the  knowledge  of  the  mufcles,  which  is  infe- 
])arable  from  the  ftudy  of  anatomy  ;  that  the  different  paflions 
of  the  foul  are  to  he  expreffrd  in  the  conn tenahee,  by  means 
of  the  arrangement  of  certain  features  ;  that  it  is  by  a  juftdif- 
trilnition  of  colours,  as  well  as  of  light  and  iliadow,  that  ohjetfls 
have  relief,  and  appear  natural.  Thefe  refiecf ions  Leonardo 
reduced  to  rules  and  jirinciplco  ;  and  he  was  the  firft'who 
faithfully  ohferved  them.  It  is  not  therefore  to  lie  Wondered 
at,  that,  abforbed  in  fuch  profound  meditation,' he  laboared  fo 
little  with  his  own  hand  ;  and,  it  is  to  be  obfefved,  that  he

^^"HERE  are  fome  parts  of  the  human  body,  that  are  ob- 
>.  fi^rvcd  to  hold  certain  proportions  to  each  other;,  .but  bc- 
i'orr  It  c.ui  be  proved,  that  the  efficient  caufe  of  beauty  *lies  in* 
rhefo,  it  niuil  be  flievvn,  that  wherc-ever  thefe  aic  found 
I  hr  perfon  to  whom  they  belong  is  beautiful:  1  mean  in  the 
( .frot  j>rocUiced  on  the  view,  either  of  an^  member  diflimflly 
coiiiiiierecl,  orof  the  whole  body  together.  “It  muft  be, like- 
wile  ilicwii,  that  thefe  parts  fland  in  fuch  a  relation 'to  each) 
other,  tliat  the  com [^ri Ton  between  them  may  be.eafily  made,*) 
leni  ib.u  the  afTcc^lioivof  the  mind  may  naturally  refult  from* 
it.  For  my  part,  I  have  at  fevcral  times*  very  carefuUy^  ex- 
r.minetl  many  of  thofe  proportions,  and  found* them ‘bold every 
nearly,  or  altogether  alike  in  many  1  ubj eels,*  Which v.wjerc.. not 
only  very  different  from  one  another;  but  wh^e  one  has  hcen* 
very  beautiful,  and  the  other  very  remote  from  beauty.'  \Vith 
rcgcivd  to  the  parts  which  are  found  To  proportioned,  they,  are* 
ohen  fo  remote  from  each  other,  in  fituation,  nature,  and  office,  * 
that  1  cannot  fee  how  they  admit  of  any  compariron,;noc  con- 
fequeiuly  how  any  effect  owing  to  proportion  can  refult  from 
tliein.  The  neck,  fay  they,  in  beautiful  'bodies  fliould  meafure  . 
with  tlic  calf  of  the  leg;  it  fliould  likewdfe  be  twice  the  cir¬ 
cumference  of  the  WTilt.  And  an  infinity  of  obfervations  of* 
this  kind  are  to  be  Toiind  in  the  writings  of  many^  But  what, 
relation  has  the  calf  of  the  leg  to  the  neck  ;  or  either^, of  , thefe 
parts  to  the  wrifl?  Thefe  proportions  are' certainly  to.be  found 
in  hand  fome  bodies.  They  arc  as  certainly  in  ugly,  ones,  as 
any  who  will  take  the  pains  to  tiy,  may  find.  iliiy>  I  do  not 
know  but  they  may  be  lead  perfect  in*  fome  of  the  t  mod 'beau- > 
tifiil.  You  may  affign  any  proportions  you  plcafe  to  every  part 
of  the  human  body;  and  1  undertake  that  a*  painter  (Mire- 
ligioidly  obferve  them  all,  and  notwiihdanding  produce,  if  he. 
pleafes,  a  very  ugly  figure.  The  fame  painter  fhall  condderably 
deviate  from  thefe  proportions,  and  produce  a  very  beautiful y 
one.  And  indeed  it  may  be  obferved  in  the  mader •pieces  of: 
the  ancient  and  modern  datuary,  that  feveral  of.  them  differ' 
very  widely  from  the  proportions  of  others,  in  parts  vciy  con-* 
fpicuou’s,- and  of  great  confideration ;  and  that  they  diderno 
lefs  from  the 'proportions  we*  find  in  living  men,  of  forms  ex¬ 
tremely  driking  and  agreeable.  ‘  And  after,  all,  how  are  the., 
partifans  of  proportional  beauty  agreed  ainongft  thcmfelves  a-» 
l>out  the  proportions  of  the  human  body  ?  Some ^  hold  it  to  be* 
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icvrn  beads;  foine  make  it  cl2,]n ;  wbiiil  otbers  extend  it  even 
to  ten  ;  a  vaft  difference  in  (ucli  a  finall  number  of  divifiooxt 
Cithers  thke. other  methods  of  ell imn ting  the  prcporlions,  and 
all  with  equal  Aiccefs.  Hut  are  thefe  proportions  exactly  the 
fame  in  all  handfornc  men?  or  are  they  at  all  the  projiortioiu 
found  in  heaiitiful  women?  Nobody  will  lay  that  they  are ;  yet 
boeh  (exes  are  undoubtedly  capable  of  beauty,  arid  the  female 
of  the  greateft ;  \vhich  advantage  I  believe  will  hardly  be  at* 
tributed  to  thc  dhperior.exac^tr.cfs  cf  proportion  in  the  fair  fex. 
Let  ns  reft  a  moment  on  this  point ;  and  con  rider,  how  ^much 
ditferciicc  there  is  between  the  mcafurcs  that  prevail  in  njany 
limiiar  of  tlie  body,  in  the  two  fexes  of  this  fingi.e /pccitg 
only.  If  you  ailign  any  determinate  proportions. to  the  limbs 
oi' man,  and  if  you  limit  human  beauty  to  thefe  proportions, 
when  you  find  a  woman  who  dilfer.s  in  the  make  and  meafure 
of  almcdl:  every  part,  you  mud;  conclude  her  not  to  be  beauti* 
ful,  in  f|*Uc  of  the  fuggcflionsof  your  imagination;  or,  in  obc. 
dicncc.  to  your  imagination,  you  mud  renounce  youir  rules;  you 
mud  lay  by  the  fcale  and  compafs,  and  look  out  for  forne.other, 
caufe  of  beauty.  For  if  beauty  be  attached  to  certain  incafuies 
which  operate  fnmi  a  principle  in  nature  y  vvhy.fhouJd 
parts  with  different  raeafures  of  proportion  -be  found  to  ^have 
beauty,  and  this  too  in  the  very  fame  fiK'cies  ? .  But  tpopeuouf 
view  a  little,  it  is  worth  obferving,  that  aimed  all  animals  have 
parts  of  very  much  the  Anne  nature,  and  dellincd  nearly  tp  tbe^ 
fame  purpofes  ;  an  head,  neck,  body,  feet,  eyes, ,  ears,\  nofc^ 
and  mouth;  yet  providence,  to  provide  in  the  beft,  mapnerfor 
their  fevcral  wants,  and  to  difplay  the  riches  of'  his  wffdoiu 
and  good nefs  in  his  creation,  has  worked  out  of  thgfe  few  and 
fimilar  organs,  and  members,  a  diverlity  hardly  fliort  of  inrinice 
in  their  difpoliiiou,  me.ifurcs,  and  relation,  But  as  we  have 
l^fore  obferved,  amidli  this  iniinitc  diverrity,  one  particular 
common  lo  many  ipctics ;  feveralof  the  iiidividuals,vvhich  coHh 
3)r)re  them,  are  capa’ole  of  ari'eciiug  ns  with  a  fenfe  pf  loveli* 
nefs;  and  whild  they  agree  in  producing  this  effecl,  the J  differ 
extremely  in  the  relative  mearures  ol'ihpfe  parts  which  . haytl 
protlnced  it.  Thefe  conlidcrations  were  fufllcient,  to  ioducp 
me  to  reject  the  notion  of  any  particular  proportions  tbaiop^rt 
ated  by  nature  to  ])roQiice  :i  ]>lenritig  effect  ;  but  tbofe  wju^, 
will  agree  with  roe  with  regard  to  a  particular,  proper tmiijr 
fironglv  prtqmfibited  in  iavour  of  one  more  ludeiipite,  i  Thtflr 
imaghir,  that  although  beauty  in  general  is  annexed 
tain  men  fur  os  common  to  t)ic  fevcral  kinds  of  pleafi^grr 
.ind  animals ;  yet  that  lliere  is  <H .certain  proportioRlu 
ries  aUroliUely  cft'cniial  to  the  beauty  of  that  .partiet^afl  lda4<. 
li  we  ca:irider  the.  animal  world  in  general,  vyc  ijiad  bf aU;^y, 
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fined  to  no  certain  meafures;  bor  as  fome  pecoHar  meafur^  amd 
rehtion  ot*  parts  h  what  diflinguiflies  each  peculiar  rlafs  of  a- 
niinals  it  niuft  of  nec'Clfity  be,  that  the  beautiful  ia  each  kind 
will  be  found  in  the  ineafures  and  proportions  of  that  kitui) 
Ibr  oiherwife  it  would  deviate  from  its  proper  fpecics,  aitd  bt« 
c'.M'ie  in  foine  (brt  monftrous ;  hov^’ever,  no  fpecies  isifb  flricllly 
c  nifim'd  to  any  certain  proportions,  that  there  is  uot  a  coa« 
fiuciahle  variation  ainongit  the  individuals;  and  as  if  has  b^efl 
llieu  n  of  the  human,  fo  it  >nay  be  ihewn  of  the  brute  kinds,' 
ih;ii  beauty  is  found  iudiffcrenily  in  all  the  proportions  whieb 
( ;;('h  iftnd  can  admit,  without  quitting  ics  common  form ;  and 
it  ibis  idea  of  a  common  form  that  makes  the  proportion  of 
HU  fs  at  all  regarded,  and  not  the  operation  of  any  natural 
uiiiCe:  indeed  a  little  confideration  will  make  it  appear,  that  it 
j,  not  iiicafiirc  hut  manner  that  creates  all  the  beauty  which 
hc'Iongs  to  fiKjpe.  What  delights  do  wc  borrow  from  fh«le 
K;rJkd  proportions,  when  we  (ludy  oruamental  deftgn?  If 
f  erns  amaxing  to  me,  that  ‘artifts,  if  they  were  as  well  cort* 
viiiced  as  they  pretend  to  be,.,  that  proportion  is  a  principal 
(aufe  c»f  heaiiiy,  have  not  by  them  at  all  times  accurate  mea- 
fiircMiu'iits  oi'  all  forts  of  beautiful  animals  to  help  tltewi  to  pwM 
imriions,  when  they  Would  contrive  any  thing  elegant  ;  efpew 
(ially  as  they  frequently  aflert, .  that  it  is  from  an  oblervatlotf 
of  the  beautiful  in  nature  they  diredl  tlieir  praAice^'  I  ‘know 
that  it  has  been  faid  long  lince,  and  ecchoed  backward  and 
forward  from  one  writer  to  another  a  ibroufand  times,  that  the 
proportions  of  building  have  been  taken  from  .thofo  of  the 
man  body.  To  make  this  forced  analogy  complete/  they  reJ 
prcl'ent  a  man  with  his  arms  raifed  and  extended  at  full  lenglh| 
and  then  deferibe  a  fort  of'  li]uare,  as  it  is  ihrined  by  pacing 
lines  along  the  extremities  of  this  llrange  figure.  Hut  k  appears 
very  clear  to  me,  that  the  human  figure  never  fhpplied  thu 
archite^d:  with  any  of  his  ideas.'  For,  in  the  firft  place,  men  arO 
very  rarely  feen  in  this  (trained  polture ;  it  Is  not  natural  M 
them,  neither  is  it  at  all  becoming.  Secondly,  tlcc'view  of 
the  human  figure  fb*  difpofed,  does  not  naturally  fug^lt  the 
idea  of  a  fquare,  but  rather  of  a  crols  ;  as  that  large  (pace  bej 
tween  the  arms  and  the  ground,  mull  be  filled  with  fomothing 
before  it  can  make  any  b^y  think  of  a  fqiiare.  Thirdly,  fe* 
vcral  buildings  are  by  no  means  of  the  forrti  of  that'  particula# 
f  juare,  which  are  notwithftanding  planned  by  the  b^  •  archi* 
tects,  and  produce  an  efFe<ft  altogether  as  good,  and  perhaps  w 
hotter.  And  certainly  nothing  could  be* more  unaccouiKtabiy 
vvliimfical,  than  for  an  architecit  to  model  his  performance  by 
the  human  figure,  fince  no  two  things,  can  have  lefs'  Toftm* 
hlaiicc  or  analogy,  than  a  man,  and  an  hqnfe  or  temple;  do.W^ 

need 
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need  to  obferve,  that  their  purpofes  .are  intirely  diSerem.^ 
What  I  am  apt  to  fufpeeft  is  this  ;  that  thefe  analogies  were 
devifed  to  give  a  credit  to  the  works  of  art,  by  fhewing  a  con¬ 
formity  between  ihem  and  the  noblell  works  of,  nature,  not 
that  the  latter  ferved  at  all  to  fupply  bints  for  the  perfediou 
of  the  former.  And  J  am  the  more  fully  convinced,  that  the 
patrons  of  proportion  have  transferred  their  artificial  ideas  to 
nature,  and  not  borrowed  from  thence  the  pioportions  th?y 
life  in  works  of  art ;  becaufe  in  any  difculiioii  of 'this  fubje^t, 
they  always  quit  as  foon  as  poflible  the  open  field  of  natural 
beauties,  the  animal  and  vegetable  kingdoms,  and  fortify  them- 
felves  within  the  artificial  lines  and  angles  of  architeclurc. 
For  there  is  in  mankind  an  unfortunate  propeulity  to  make 
themltlves,  their  views,  and  their  works,  the  ineaCure  of  ex¬ 
cellence  in  every  thing  whaifoever.  Therefore  having  obl'er- 
ved  that  their  dwellings  were  inofl  commodious  and  firm  when 
they  were  thrown  into  regular  figures,  with  parts  aiifwerabk 
to  each  other ;  they  transferred  thefe  ideas  to  their  gardens ; 
they,  turned  their  trees  into  pillars,  pyramids,  andobelid^s; 
they  forinca  their  hedges  into  fb  many  green  walls,  andv,fa- 
fhioned  the  walks  into  fqiiares,  triangles,  and  other  mathema¬ 
tical  figures,  wuth  exaOtnefs  and  fyininetry  ;  and  they  thought 
if  they  were  not  imitating,  they  were  at  lead  improving  na¬ 
ture,  and  leaching  her  to  know  her  bufinefs.  But  nature  has 
at  lad  efcaped  from  their  difcipliue  and  their  fetters;  and  our 
gardens,  if  nothing  clfe,  declare,  wc  begin  to  feel  that  inathe*' 
malical  ideas  are  not  the  true  meafures  of  beauty.  And  furely 
they  are  full  as  little  lb  in  the  animal,  as  the  vegetable  world. 
For  is  it  not  extraordinary,  that  in  thefe  fine  defcriplive  pieces, 
thefe  innumerable  odes  and  elegies  which  are  in  the  mouths  of 
all  the  world,  and  many  of  which  have  been  the  entertain¬ 
ment  of  ages,  that  in  thefe  pieces  which  deferibe  love  with 
liieh  a  paflionate  energy,  and  reprefent  its  obje<d  in  fuch  an  m- 
finiie  variety  of  lights,  not  one  word  is  laid  of  proportion,  if.  it 
be  what  fome  infid  it  is,  the  principal  component  of  .beauty; 
w’hild  at  the  fame  time,  feveral  other  qualities  are  very  fre¬ 
quently  and  warmly  mentioned?  but  if  proportion  has  not  this 
power,  it  may  appear  odd  how  men  came  originally  to  be  fo 
prepoireffcd  in  its  favour.  It  arofc,  I  imagine,  from  the  fond- 
nef^  1  have  jud  mentioned,  which  men  bear  lb  remarkably  to 
ilieir  own  works  and  motions;  it  arofe  from  falfe  reafoniligs on 
ihe  edecls  of  the  cudomary  figure  of  auimaLs;  it  arcfcfroin  the 
Platonic  theory  offitnefs  and  aptitude.  For  whicdi  reafonf 
the  next  lection,  I  Hiail  conlider  the  effects  of  cudom  in 
liguie  of  animals ;  and  afterwards  the  idea  offitnefi:  fintc/if 
j)iopoi  lion  does  tiot  operate  by  a  natural  power  attending  fom* 

meafures,

udIc  ii  u.is  coiuludeil,  that  where  the  caufes  of  deformity*

('ii(rd.  \  believe  is  a  iniilake.  For  defoimity  is  oppofed^

iMii  mani*er.  Ihit  iurely  every  bourns  experience  may  con-* 

\  us,  that  a  man  may  have  his  legs  of  an  ecjiial  length,  and 
n  !;  i.d..ling  each  other  in  all  refpcdls,  and  his  neck  of  a  jidb 
,  ar.d  his  back  cpiite  lirait,  vvithout  having  at  the  fame  time 
du'  !(vi(i  I'-rceivahle  beauty.  Indeed  beauty  is  fo  far  fronnbe- 
to  the  idea  orcullom,  that  in  reality  wliat  affeJis  us* 
li  il.at  ni.anncr  is  extremely  rare  and  uncommon.  The  beau- 
tlli'i  lirikesus  as  touch  by  its  novelty  as  the  deformed  itfelf. 
it  ia  thus  in  thofe  fpccies  of  animals  with  which  we  are  ac- 
liualnied;  and  if  one  of  a  new  fpecies  were  prelented,  we 
l.'oiild  I'v  in/  means  wait  until  cuUom  had  fettled  an  idea  of, 
jMoporiion,  before' \vc  decided  concerning  its  beauty  or  uglinefs. 

'!  ins  liiovvs  that  the  general  idea  of  beauty  can  be  no  more 
"\lug  to  ciiltoinary,  than  to  natural  proportion.  Deformity 
"liles  from  the  want  of  the  common  proportions;  but  the  ne- 
(ell  irv  refnlt  of  their  exiftence  in  any  objedl  is  not  beauty.  If 
we  iuppofe  proj>orti6u  in  natural  things. to  be  relative  to  cuf 
tom  and  ufe,  the  nature  of  ufe  and  cuftoro  will  Hicw,  that 
1  e.uity,  which  is  a  pofifive  and  powerful  quality,  cannot  rcfult 
bani  it.  We  are  fb  wohderfiitty  formed,  that  wliild  we  are 
nt-  iMires  vehemently  defirous  of  novelty,  've  arc  as  (Irongly 
•  cached  to  habit  and  cudom.  But  it  is  the  nature  of  things 
'vhich  holds  us  hy  culloni,  to  affeel:  us  very  little  whilfl  w'c  are 
in  poirellion' of  ih'em,  but  dronyV  when*  they  are  abfent. 
remember  to  have  trequeiMed  a  certain  place,  every  day  f<^»r  a 
lono"  th^ip.^Qp-ether  2  and  1  nanv'’ truly  fay*  that  fb  far  frotii 
Vql.

finding  in  it,  1  was  affeded  with  a  fort  of  weariiiefs 

and  difguft;  I  tame,  I  went,  1  retiinied  without  pleafure;  )ct 
if  by  any  means  I  pafTed  by  the  iifual  lime  of  my  going  thither, 

I  was  remarkably  uiieafy,  and  w  as  not  quiet  till  1  had ’got  into 
tiiv  old  track.  They  who  ufe  fnuff,  ta)«c  it  almoft  withoHt 
being  lenfible  that  they  take  it,  and  the  acute  fenfe  of  fmcll 
is  deadened,  lb  as  to  feel  hardty  any  thing  from  fo  lharp  a 
Itlmulus;  yet  depiive  the  fniiff  taker  of  bis  box,  and  be  is  the 
moll  uneafy  mortal  in  the  world.  Indeed  fo  far  ate  iile  and 
liabit  fr  nn  being  caufes  ol  ph  afure,  niereU  as  fiicb,  that  the 
eiiVd  of  conflant  ufe  is  to  make  all  things  of  whatever  kind 
iiuirely  iinairecling.  For  as  life  at  laft  lakes  off  the  painful 
eticct  of  many  things,  it  reiliices  the  pleafurable  effed  of  o- 
iliers  in  the  fame  manner,  and  brings  both  to  a  fort  (>f  incdirH 
ciity  and  iiulitferem  e.  Very  juiUy  is  ufe  call»-d  a  fecond  na¬ 
ture;  an  I  our  natural  and  common  (late  is  one  of  abfnlute  in- 
diii’tJvnce,  equally  prepared  for  pain  or  pleafiire.  lUu  when 
we  are  thrown  out  of  this  flate,  or  deprived  of  any  thing  re- 
guifire  to  in.fmtain  ns  in  it;  when  this  chance  does  not  happen 
by  I'leafure  iVom  fome  mcclianical  caufe,  we  are  always'hurt. 
It  Is  fo  w  ith  the  iccond  nature,  cuftom,  in  all  things  which  re- 
lite  Lo  it.  Thus  the  want  of  the  nfiial  proportions  in  men 
and  oilier  animals  is  fure  to  difguft,  though  their  prefence  is 
by  no  means  any  caufe  of  real  pleafure.  It  is  true,  that  the 
jir'jjxutions  laid  down  as  canfes  of  beauty  in  the  liiimaii  body, 
arc  fiequenfiy  found  in  beautiful  ones,  bet aufe  tbey  arc  getie- 
lailv  found  in  all  mankind;  but  if  it  can  be  fliown  too,  that 
ihev  are  I’ound  vxiihout  beauty,  and  that  locality  frequently 
cxlils  v\i'liout  them,  and  that  this  beauty,  v\he!e  it  exifls,  al¬ 
ways  tan  he  ail’gncd  to  other  lefs  equi\ocal  caufes,  it  will  na- 
’lurally  lend  us  to  coiulude,  that  proportion  and  beauty  are  not 
ideas  of  the  fame  naluie.  Tbe  true  n]>ponte  lo  beauty  is  not 
diipropoi  tion  or  ilt  forniity,  but  tioUncfs ;  and  as  it  proceeds 
fioni  caufes  oppoliie  to  ihofe  of  pofitive  beauty,  vve  cannot  con- 
lider  it  until  we  come  to  treat  of  that.  ljeiv>een  beauty  and 
uglineis  there  is  a  fort  t)f  inccliocrity,  in  which  the  aftlgned 
proportions  are  moil  commonly  found  ;  but  this  has  no  effcA 
upon  the  paftions.

My  fuccefs  was 
adonifhing  ;  I  held  nothing  but  trumps  and  honours,  and  won 
fix  or  feveii  rubbers  fucceilively. 

The  ladies  had  by  this  time  retired,  and  the  quadrille  par- 
lies  broke  up.

(fiiinaie  :  i'lie  fcnnble  part  of  the  world  will,  I  apprehend,  fooii  per- 
ciivc  the  d'tfertnce  between  this  abufive  and  fcurrilous  performance, 
ar.d  that  of  the  learned  and  judicious  Dr.  Brown. 

If  the  red  ol  this  curious  work  is  as  riJiculoufly  fevere  as  what  is 
hire  given,  relative  to  the  military  gentlemen,  I  believe,  the  favour 
yea  may  have  done  the  author,  in  offering  luch  a  fpeeimeH  to  the 
tvc.>  of  the  public,  will  be  of  little  lervicc  to  him  in  the  fale  of  his 
Icrk,  Ihi'Uld  his  views  tend  that  way. 

That  the  military,  as  w  ell  as  any  other  fet  of  men,  do  but  to^ 
clicn  atford  inllances  among  them  of  dilfulute  and  abandoned  princi- 
pits,  is  a  truth,  which,  I  am  lorry  to  fay,  cannot  be  denied.

I'hcre  is  a  great  difference  betwixt  a  juft  critic  and  a  common 
libeller  :  The  former  may  be  lomelimes  a  nece/Tiry,  though  fevere 
icourge,  the  latter  always  a  public  nuifance.  Envy  and  ill  nature 
fhtw  themfelvcs  in  lies,  ignorance,  and  injuftice.  Truth  reproves 
^’ith  mildnels  and  candour,  irrcliltible  and  uuanfwerablc;  no  impref- 
lion  can  be  made  where  f^e  lay?  not  the  foundation. .  As  to  the 
prcfcnt  occafioM  for  lo  many  fcurrilous  invectives  againft  the  military 
P/wntleinen,  they  were  never  worfe^. timed,*  than,  at  the  period  this 
'‘’.'rctih  has  ventured  to  difplay  bis  miferablc  genius  in, — ^As  ftrangers, 

for 
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for  tlic  moft  part,  where  they  chance  to  be  quartered,  diflingui(h«d 
by  their  clrcfs,  and  the  nature  of  ihcir  prOiclTion,  they  arc  gcacralit 
more  minutely  oblervcd,  and  more  (hictiy  cenlured  than  any  other 
fet  of  men;  which  is  cvidciiily  no  bnall  difadvaniage  on  thrir  tide.  Rut 
as  to  “  their  diabolical  care  to  iinpiove  eveiy  natural  and  artificial 
prejudice,  their  tirll  itudy  on  comin^T  into  quarters,  their  ichemes  of 
feduting  the  wives  and  daughters  of  their  fellow  countrymen,**  to- 
gethcr  with  the  rtll  of  the  unparalleled  charges  brought  againil  them 
by  this  author, —  might  it  not  have  been  full  as  well,  if,  bctorc  he 
had  ventured  to  iirue  forth  Ihele  terrible  lligm  is,  he  had  been  at  the 
pains  of  procuring  a  return,  for  the  Ujl  year  fr  hijtance,  from  the 
civil  magillraies  aud  principal  inhabitants  of  eacli  ddlri»5t  throughout 
the  kingdom,  where  they  were  flationed,  for  a  faithful  and  exact  ac. 
count  of  their  behiviour  during  their  flay  ?  H.»vv  might  not  this 
•wretch  have  been  confounded  at  the  injuftice  ot  his  bare* faced  alftr* 
tion,  that  they  v/ere  the  miiu  firings  of  the  dilgrace  which  over¬ 
whelm  this  kingdotn.*’  Well  might  liie  crimlon  Iluih  of  fiuine  and 
inlolcLce  have  covered  his  envenomed  countenance  ! 

As  to  what  belays  of  tlicir  ignorance  and  illiteracy — it  is  not 
worth  notice  ;  but  1  mnft  obferve  tint  the  major  part  of  the  ofiicers 
of  every  regiment  in  his  majclty*s  Icrvice,  arc  gentlemen,  many  of 
family,  lomc  of  fortune,  and  few,  or  none,  who  have  .not  had  as 
liberal  and  virtuous  education  as  ibis  leilow  can  hoilt  of.  Nay  the 
lerjcarls,  corporals,  and  many  ofllie  private  men,  as  capable  of 
w  riting  as  himlelf — with  this  dilfcrencc  in  their  favour,  that  they  ge¬ 
nerally  make  a  better  ule  of  tiieir  pen. 

As  tor  the  doubt  he  lias  the  aifuraiice  to  make — Whether  they  do 
more  execution  abroad  or  at  home,  etc.’* 

I  refer  him  to  the  annals  of  the  late  war:  Are  tliey  not  returned 
•wiih  credit,  and,  not  a  few,  with  ii.  irs,  tro  n  defending  and  main- 
tailing  the  honour  of  their  country  and  their  king?  Isfuch  language  ai 
ibis  vv  retch  treats  them  with,  conii‘lent  with  tncir  delerts?  Ought  it  to 
Tveir  the  late  ul  general  approbation  ?  Heaven  forbid  !  No/ 1  have 
not  fo  little  tha.  ity,  fo  bad  an  opinion  of  my  countrymen,  as  to  thick 
it  polliblc  there  does  exill  among  them  ten  iuch  vile  dciraclois  as  him¬ 
lelf. 

Pack  up  thy  library  of  ir.jultice  and  calumny  !  Retire  to  feme  unic* 
habited  illand !  Creep  into  the  cavern  of  fome  rocky  tliiF,  and  there 
cultivate  thy  mifdiuhrophic  weeds,  far  from  the  Heps  of  men. — Thou 
lull  not  charity  to  qualify  thylclffor  their  company  ;  out  of  which 
ihouinaytll  have  been  (or  defervedit  to  be)  kicked,  for  thy  ill-timed 
and  iiilolcnt  reproaches.  What  Demon  put  it  in  thy  bead  to  fet  tby* 
Plf  up  for  a  cenlor  of  the  vices  of  mankind,  unouaiiGeJ  as  thou  art 
f lo  dillicult  a  talk  ? — Know,  that  gooJ-n.itmc,  candour,  imparti* 
Llity,  arc  the  piodu»51s  of  right  icafori,  which,  ol*  nccdlity,  will  make 
^^liowance  tor  the  failings  of  tiihers,  by  coiilidcrijig,  that  there  IS 
nothing  j  ertVd  in  mankind  ;  that  unattended  with  ihclc,  thy  ccnfurcs 
will  be  lo  tar  from  making  any  revolution  in  the  manners  and  princi¬ 
ples  ol  the  age,  that  they  only  fervs  to  Ihew  the  badnefs  of  thy  hcart| 
and  create  the  contempt  of  all  ju:l  men.  lam.
